Scranton, Pa., Jan. 22.— (U P) • 
President John L. Lewis of the U n it­ 
ed Mine W orkers of America, in con­ 
ference here with E. J. L ynett, pub­ 
lisher of the flPcranton Times, today 
accepted as a basis for negotiations 
a plan of strike settlem ent proponed 
by Lynett. 
He agreed to join the operators in 
a request to C hairm an Alvin M arkle 
of the joint conference of m iners and 
operators, to call the conference to ­ 
gether again. 
The conference if r e ­ 
sumed probably would meet in New 
York City. 
Operators w ere said to have v irtu ­ 
ally accepted the same proposition. 
Lewis told L ynett th a t “ th e U n it­ 
ed Mine W orkers stan d w illing to 
en ter again into jo in t negotiations 
at the earliest possible m om ent if 
the o perators’ rperesentatives occupy 
the same view point.” 
The mine operators are said v ir tu ­ 
ally to have accepted the plan a d ­ 
vanced by L ynett 
and 
predictions 
were made here th a t w ith in 24 hours 
the miners and operators would join 
in a request 
to 
C h airm an 
Alvin 
M arkle gf the joint 
conference

call another m eeting to atte m p t n e­ 
gotiations of a settlem ent. 
The Lynett. plan includes the im ­ 
m ediate resum ption of w ork by the 
m iners, a Ave year co n tra ct d atin g 
from the date of signing the agree­ 
m ent and co n tinuation of the w ages 
under th e last co n tract during the 
term of the new 
contract, 
unless 
changes as provided for. 
Also th e plan provides a 
m eans 
w hereby a conference taay be held 
on the w age question even after the 
co n tract hag been signed. 
The miners, however, w ill remain 
at work until the end of th e five year 
contract w hether or not a change of 
w ages is agreed upon.

fore the contract expires m iners and 
operators are to m eet to devise an 
arran g e m en t w hereby w ork may be 
continued w hile negotiations are u n ­ 
der way for a new contract.

The commission forced a poor card 
for the Christm as fund on R ickard 
and w hen the hills were paid Rick­ 
ard found himself holding the bag 
for $11,000, which is a sizable con­ 
trib u tio n for any charity.
